Her Position Very Strong 


Trieste is the one port of the Austrian empire. Yet that country pos- 
fesses two dreadnoucghts and a considerable force of minor cruisers and 
torpedo-boat destroyers. Jn all it possesses 111 veesels with a naval force 
of perhaps 40,000 men. Italy, just across the Adriatic sea, is a nayal

REPORT OF GERMAN NAVAL 
VICTORY IS DISCREDITED 


Kitchener Starting for Egypt 
is Recalled—May Be Made 
War Minister. 


London, Aug. 8.-—All the great 
European powers except Italy are mo- 
bilizing with all their ability, and most 
of the secondary powers. Mobilization 
has not yet reached a stage where any 
of the armies have met in battle. 

Italy will begin to mobilize officially 
Yoday, although the process 1s prob- 
ably well under way, bul ludy declares 
her neutrality. 

Great Britain's mobilization is com- 
pleted, but she has not yet announced 
that she will Join In the general war, 

Until tonight war officially existed 
between Austria and Germany on one 
side, and Russia France, Servia and 
Montenegro on the other, Tonight the 
Jerman ambassador in Paris received 
orders to demand his passports. 

The most important event in’ the 
past 24 hours was Germany's demand 
upon Belgium, in the form of a 12- 
hour ultimatum, that the German 
troops be permitted to cross Belgiura 
to the French frontier, coupled with 
the promise that Belgian integrity 
should be unimpaired at the end of 
the war and that Belgium should be 
compensated, To this Belgium re- 
fused to accedo on the ground of her 
rights and honor, 

Violation Out of Question. 

Sir Edward Grey, the British secre- 
tury of foreign affairs, made a state- 
ment in the house of commons yes~ 
terday indicating that Great Britain's 
interest and obligations would not 
permit her to submit to the yiolatlon 
of Belgian territory. This practically 
left the decision as to whether Great 
3ritain should make war to public 
opinton, 

There 1s absolutely no doubt thut 
British sentiment fs*for war, The ap- 
peals of the pacificists get no hearing. 
Not one man in a hundred in London 
seomingly wants the nation to remain 
neutral, 

Germany through her diplomats, has 
tried to keep Britain out by a virtual 
offer to refrain from using her navy 
against France as the price of Great 
Britain's neutrality, But the British 
people clearly are convinced that Bri- 
tish honor and vital interests compel 
them to protect Belgium, France and 
the other nations who are their closest 
neighbors. 

There is a report tonight that Hol- 
land has been invaded through the 
province of Limburg, The people of 
the Dutch kingdom, resolved to go to 
the extremity, are said to be opening 
the dikes and flooding the country, 
which would make the passage of an 
army impossible. ; ; 

Reservists to Fight. 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily

Von Schoen, left Paris at 10 o'clock to- 
night.

Churchill Gets Ovation. 

‘The soleinnity and dignity of the 
House of Commens when it met yes- 
terday afternoon was worthy of the 
occasion, which was one of great mo- 
ment in the history of the empire. 
The hati was crowded with members 
of the chamber and peers and bish- 
ops who filled the galleries were grave 
and silent. The “united front” of the 
nation, to which the leaders pledged 
their parties when the house met last, 
found illustration in two or three in- 
cidents yesterday afternoon. Winston 
Spencer Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
miralty, has bitter enemies on the 
conservative side of the house, but 
when he entered the hall, he was re- 
ceived with a great uproar of cheering 
from his opponents paying tribute to 
him as the head of the navy. 

It had been expected that the prime 
minister would be the spokesmdh of 
the zovernment, but Sir Edward Grey 
was chosen for the task because of 
his more intimate acquaintance with 
Great Britain's connection with the 
Triple Entente. The foreign minister 
showed the strain of recent days in a 
drawn face, He sat with bowed head, 
while a number of members who had 
the right to the floor watyed their 
rights to him. 

Opposition ts Enthusiastle. 

Sir Edward Grey's strongest pas- 
sages Commanded more cheering from 
the opposition than from his own side 
of the house, Enthusiasm for France 
and antagonism for Germany among 
the conservatives was made plain 
throughout the speech. When Sir d- 
ward related that the German foreign 


minister had declined to state his in- 
tentions toward Belgium, there was 
an angry outburst, with cries of 
“trickery.” 


Patriotic feelings reached the climax 
when John Redmond, the Nationalist 
leader, rose to pledge the loyalty of 
Ireland to Great Tritain, and to say 
that the present calamity might havo 
one happy result for the first time 
during his many years of membership 
in the House of Commons. Mr. Red- 
mond received a great ovation by the 
entire house. 

. After Sir Edward Grey had finish- 
ed lus speech, the proceedings in the 
house fell to a dull level. A few of 
the laber and Hberal pacificists de- 
plored a war, notably James Kier lar- 
die. There was uo vote of confidence 
or want of confidence, the members 
apparently being agreed that the situ- 
tion was one where developments 
should be awulted. 

May Be War Minister,

Word is Expected From Ottawa 
as to Canadian Mobilization; 
Men Are Waiting, 


STRENGTH OF 101ST IS

Army Reservists Belonging to 
British Regular Army Pre- 
pared to Leave Any Time 


No word has yet deen received by 
local troops regarding mobilization, 
although the men are holding them- 
selves in readiness. Owing to the fact 
that the cabinet is in session in Ot- 
tawa and the parliament may be short- 
ly called together, in the event of 
Kritain declaring war, it {s regarded as 
likely that Canadian troops will be 
mobilized. Owing to the fact that Great 
Britain is not Nkely to send any troops 
on to the continent it is scarcely re- 
earded as probable that. Canadian 
troops will be sent to England, but it 
is thought that the Canadians will be 
mobilized for defence in case any at- 
tack should be made upon this part of 
the British empire by nations engaging 
in hostilities against Britain. 

Officers of the 10Ist regiment are 
looking for word from Ottawa as to the 
orders to be issued to Canadian troops. 
The regiment numbers 450 men. It is 
believed that the infantry will be first 
to Le called upon in the event of mob- 
llization, owing to the difficulty of 
assembling mounts and transporting 
the cavalry. Col. F. C. Jamieson, com- 
manding the 19th Alberta Dragoons, 
states that no preparations have been 
made for putting the local squadrons 
on a footing for active service. The 
present strength of the Edmonton 
military division No, 13 is 835, includ- 
ing the north and south Edmonton and 
Vegreville sections. In case of war the 
division would be recruited up the ex- 
tent of ita war strength which is 
1,510. 

There are a large number of reser- 
vists of the regular British army resi- 
dent In Edmonton and these men would 
probably be called on immediately after 
the British regulars have been mob- 
ilized for war. The reservists are ready 
at any moment to leave for Britain in 
case of the actual outbreak of hostill- 
ties against the mother country.

First Patriotic Outburst in 
Seca and Queen 
Wildly Cheered, 


London, Aug. 4—Great Britain has 
mobolized her forces and awaits events, 
Today she is not a belligerent power, 
nor 1s she a neutral one. 

The government has given France as- 
surance that the British fleet will not 
permit the German fleet to attack the 
French coast. It has not yet pledged 
itself to contribute an army to the 
continental war. 

The British government regards with 
the deepest distrust Germany’s vio- 
lation of Belgian neutrality, but makes 
no declaration as to whether it consid- 
ers that measure provocative for war. 

This pronouncement of government 
policy——the result of two days of delib- 
erations—was made to the house of 
commons yesterday afternoon by Sir 
Edward Grey. 

Therefore the trying hour of suspense 
for the British people is prolonged in- 
definitely. 


Gain More tn End. 

Meanwhile the German embassy in 
zondon is exerting every effort of diplo- 
macy to induce Great Britain to hold 
aloof from. the conflict and to bring 
public opinion to Germany's side. The 
counsellor of the German embassy is- 
sued a strong appeal for the neutrality 
of Great Britain, asserting that Ger- 
many would agree to keep her fleet 
from attacking the coast of France 
if Britain would pledge neutrality, and 
argued that Britain would gain more in 
the end by stand'ns “¢tsige the Euro- 
pean war and using her influence as 
mediator when the moment was ripe. 

First Patriotic Outburst. 

The first outbreak of patriotic en- 
thusiasm since the possibility arose of 
Britain becoming involved in the war, 
occurred in London last night. Crowds 
of Englishmen and Frenchmen march- 
ed through the streets in the west end, 
waving flags and singing the national 
anthem. Finally they reached Buck- 
ingham Palace, where in response to a 
great outburst of cheering, the king end 
queen and Princess Mary appeared on 
the balcony, and bowed in acknow- 


ledgment of the demonstration of 
loyalty. 
This did not satisfy the crowds, 


which chanted “We want King George,” 
to the tune of the Westminster chimes, 
and sang “Rule Britannia.” This fin- 
ally brought the king out again. They 
were accompanied by the Prince of 
Vales, and they received another noisy 
welcome. The demonstration lasted 
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same minutes, and for a long time after 
the royalties retired, the people con- 
tinued to sing patriotic songs. King 
George and Queen Mary were also 
lieartily cheered when they drove in the 
parks in the afternoon, and great 
crowds remained for hours around the 
palace, the houses ef parliament, and 
Downing street 

The people generally were undemon- 
strative. apparently being more curious 
than excited. Cecasionally there was 
cheering as some cabinet minister was 
seen to leave his efiice for the house 
of commons or on his return, and when 
the guards at the palace gates were 
changed. But on the whole, London- 
ers preferred to spend the holiday in 
their usual manner, As evening grew 
on, however, and anxiety as to the atti- 
tude that the government intended to 
adopt increased, the people becamoa 
more excited, and Right Hon, Winston 
Spencer Churchill, as he walked from 
the admirality to the commons, was 
greeted with cries of “Good old Win- 
fton.’ 

Premier Asquith. was greeted In a 
similar manner and escorted from his 
home to the precincts of the house 
by a cheering crowd, and other mem- 
bers of the cabinet as well as members 
of the house, received a cheer as they 
passed into the historic bullding to 
hear what Britain intended to do in 
the hour of her crisis. 

John Redmond, the Irish Nationalist 
iender, came in for a splendid recep- 
tion ag 4e left the house, the news of 
his speech, in which he said every 
soldier could be withdrawn from Ire- 
land, having preceded him. 

Field) Marshall Lord Roberts, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne and Andrew 
Bonar Law, leader of the opposition, 
who visited the premier in Downing 
strect, were soon surrounded by a 
great crowd which followed and cheer- 
ed them, but the ambassadors, in- 
cluding the German representative, 
who went to the foreign office several 
times. and the Kussian representatives, 
who sat in the house during Sir iMd- 
ward Grey's speech, being little known 
to Londoners, passed unnoticed. When 
parliament adjourned, a procession 
was formed, composed mostly of young 
men, carrying Union Jacks and the 
tri-color, and marched through White- 
hall, Trafalgar Square, Leicester 
Square and Picadilly Circus, singing 
all the way.

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WILL CANADA BECOME CUSTODIAN 
OF TWENTIETH CENTURY CIVILIZATION? 

With a war involving on the one hand Germany and 
Austria and on the other Russia, France, Great Britain and 
Servia, with the chance of Turkey, Italy and Roumania joining 
the Triple Alliance at any time, and Japan, Greece, Spain and 
Belgium swinging in with Russia, France and Britain, who can 
say what the endpwill be! 

The waste of lives and the destruction of property with 
which this alignment is potential has no counterpart in history. 
The possibilities for slaughter stagger the imagination and 
leave the mental machinery limp with the attempt to grapple 
with the ghastly presage. Dynasties may topple, kingdoms 
and empires fall and a civilization come down with a-crash, 
to be relegated to the dust of the dead past, buried beside the 
departed grandeur of Carthage, Greece and Rome. Quite pos- 
sibly we stand upon the eve of a conflict which will terminate 
in anarchy wherein barbarian hordes will roam at will the 
length and breadth of Europe, as they did when the Roman 
empire fell. 

Europe’s history since the dawn of the ages has been a 
record of recurring invasions by Asiatics who have swept 
down to the Atlantic. Mongols, Tarters and Slavs have de- 
vastated her plains. Turkestan, which Britain has until re- 
cently attempted and Germany is even yet attempting to shut 
off from an outlet to the Indian ocean, has once before been 
the breeding place of a horde of savages who infested the wes- 
tern continent and reduced ils last vestige of order to savagery. 
Even today, on her eastern boundaries, Europe is but scantily 
veneered in its savagery, as the maniacal incidents of the last 
Balkan war eloquently testify. Wasted by war of extermi- 
nation, Europe would be in no condition to stand before an- 
other tidal wave of ferocious Asiatics. — , 

But there is this difference between the situation today 
and that of the days of the other invasions of Europe which 
have now almost been forgotten, that whereas in ancient 
times the world was flat, today it is round. $ 

The Byzantians, who preserved for centuries the arts 
and sciences of Rome, and the earlier cities and empires which, 
having seen the first deluge of fire and devastation sweep by, 
struggled to preserve the literature and culture of their age, 
being in the track of the vandal, finally succumbed. And the 
ruins which the savage could not destroy were all that were 
left to tell the story. 

But today there is another side to the world. All the 
achievements of literature, of science, of architecture, of in- 
dustry, have been duplicated on this side of the Atlantic. To 
Canada and United States all the knowledge of Europe has 
been transplanted, and upon fruitful soil flourishes even more 
luxuriantly than in the cradle of the Caucasian race, 


Should the worst come to the worst, should the most 
gloomy forebodings be fulfilled, should Europe exhaust her- 
self in war and render herself defenceless against a barbarian 
horde, the civilization of the Twentieth Century would still be 
preserved, and Canada would become one of the principal 
custodians of that civilization. 


WILL BE PRESENTED 


Apart from all the horrors incidental to the actual combat, 
there is a phase of the European war which will most directly 
affect Canada, and particularly Western Canada, and an emer- 
gency which will be presented which must be met at once by 
the government of the day if the weight of it is to be lessened 
to its minimum. 

This is the effect that the war will have upon the money 
miuirkets and the commercial and financial system in Canada. 

Wheat and food products, we must expect, will go to ex- 
traordinary prices. So long as the lines of transportation are 
open Canada stands to reap a profit from the afflictions of 
Europe. 

But with the inflated value of gold which will be brought 
about by the fact that all credit value will be virtually destroy- 
ed, the usual securities are certain to become almost waste 
paper. Already stocks, bonds, debentures have become a drug 
on the market. The exchanges have closed. Dollar bills may 
become waste paper. Loans may become impossible and al 
enterprizes except those having to do with the supplying of 
food and the munitions and eqyipment of war may be brought 
to a standstill. We may or may not be direct participants, but 
nevertheless Canada’s financial fabric is so interwoven with 
that of Britain and Europe that we cannot escape this conse- 
quence of a world war. 


_ Wilson, the wise president of United States, has already 

foreseen and anticipated the possible consequences. With 

his system of regional banks and his access to the tremendous 

gold reserves at Washington, he is able to pour into the sub- 

treasury at New York over night forty millions of dollars to 

avert a panic. Canada has no such system and no such re- 

serve. But the Canadian banking system is founded upon the 

confidence of the Canadian people and this confidence will!
